Car Accident Fatal 
To Montana fad

Montana Residents in F*atal Car' 
Accident on Saturday 

Myron Ferris, agted 12, died ip the 
Vulcan hospital early Monday morn¬ 
ing as a result of a highway accident 
Saturday afternoon in which the 
boy’s mother, Mrs. Hal Ferris and her 
uncle, Frank Hoover, were also injur¬ 
ed. Head injuries, with possible con¬ 
cussion, were the cause of the Ferris 
boy’s death. Mrs. Ferris is suffering 
from shock and cuts and Mr. Hoover, 
aged 65, was seriously, injured in the 
accident, sustaining, severe scalp 
wounds and fractured ribs. The three 
occupants of the car were all from 
Conrad, Montana, and had been visit¬ 
ing friends at Wetaskiwin. _ 

Mr. Hoover was driving the car, a 
light coupe, at the time of the acci¬ 
dent, when a front tire blew out- and 
caused the machine to get out of con¬ 
trol, leaving the road and hitting the 
ditch. Turning over four times be¬ 
fore coming to a stop, the car was 
completely wrecked. Passing motor¬ 
ists rushed the three victims o£, the 
accident to the local hospital, where 
they were attended'by Dr. G. M. Car- 
son. 

The accident occurred twelves north 
and six miles west of Vulcan on the 
gravel highway. An inquest will be 
held at an early date. '

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MINIMUM WAGE 


Information from other parts of Alberta is that the en¬ 
forcement of the minimum wage for men employees is 
bringing much more sadness than joy. This was a gener¬ 
al experience some time ago when the minimum wage for 
girls was enforced. Many a young girl lost her job be 
cause her employer could not meet the wage stipulated by 
law. As a result the girl lost a period of useful training 
and a modest wage that to her at least was quite satisfac¬ 
tory. 

Admitting that conditions may at; times demand’the in¬ 
tervention of authorities in the interest of wage earners 
any rigid enforcement is likely to be very unwelcome in 
many small towns. 

Our own town is an example. There are young people 
released from school, who, appeal to businessmen to be ta¬ 
ken on the staff as apprentices, offering to work for much 
less than the employer actually pays them. They want to 
learn some trade or business, they want to feel the stimula¬ 
tion of being busy, and they want to earn enough to dress 
themselves. Almost all of them are living at home, and out 
of the earnings which they do get, they are able, or should 
be able, to pay a little board. But they are not worth a 
great deal to employers for at least a year or two. Besides 
which, their employers could manage to get along without 
them. As relations stand now between employee and em¬ 
ployer, both parties are satisfied and the young people ate 
getting training in service, punctuality, business methods, 
etc. that will certainly advance them. 

If inspectors should come round and demand that em¬ 
ployers live up to the letter of the minimum wage act,

The U.F.A. convention of Nanton-Claresholm provincial 
■onstituency is perhaps significant as an indication of 
widely divided political opinion on the part of U.F.A. mern- 
tiers. The indecisive conclusion of that meeting may ru¬ 
led similar divisions in other constituencies. 

Th,ere is a sympathy for .those whose loyalty to the U.F. 
V principles blinds them to realization of the actual politi- 

d weakness of the oiganization. One advocate of the 
straight U.F.A. ticket suggested, not without reason, that, 
an objective of the combined party action was to displace 
,the present government. But when, or if, this was accom- 
,dish ed, so me old party would begin to assert the author- 
ty that numbers might permit, and the U.F.A. and all it 
stood for, would lose identity. This is a view which many 
U.F.A. members hold, and it is the fault of old party lead- 
>rs if nothing is done to relieve that apprehension. Every 
time emphasis is placed on Liberal or Conservative “prin- 
iples” in dealing with provincial affairs, it results in loss 
if confidence and loss of potential votes. 

One ardent believer in a straight U.F.A. candidate said 
that “the U.F.A. cleaned up one mess before and can clean 
ip another if returned to power.” But he pverlooks the 
fact that the present government was elected largely be- 
ause the majority believed that the .U.F.A. government 
needed cleaning up. And whether this revulsion on the 
’art of electors was justified, it still exists. In the minds 
>f many I’Bbple the U.F.A. is just another old line party, 

1 ith many of the same stigmas attached. Standing aloof 
from united action, it has not a Chinaman’s chance of elect- 
•lg a government—no more than other parties have. An-1 
its ambitions “for cleaning up,” however laudable they may 
e, can never be fulfilled. 

As a matter of fart, would Alberta’s position and ach- 
evements up to August 1935, have shown much variation 
whether under Conservative, Liberal or U.F.A. regime. The 
-roblems were the same under any party. The method of 
stacking these problems would probably not have varied 
•reatly. The most potent argument against both Liberal 
and U.F.A. administrations, was too much expenditure. Yet

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Should Japanese 
Be Under Boycott 


“A complete boycott on the spiling 
side would, of course, effectively] crip¬ 
ple Japan’s import trade too, sinci 
she could not indefinitely buy mater-, 
ials without getting some means to 
pay for them. The 1936 figures show 
Japanese exports of 536 million yen 
to the U.S.A., which is the key coun¬ 
try so far as markets are concerned 
Great Britain and British .India to¬ 
gether came second with a total of 
395 million yen. 

“If, however, the nations decide that 
boycott is the most effective method 
of checking the war, then it will ob¬ 
viously be desirable to cut off the 
sources of supply for Japan’s war ma¬ 
terials. In 1935 810 million yen of 
imports came from the U.S.A., 541 
million yen from British India and 
Australia, the principal British Em¬ 
pire suppliers. The commodities 
covered on the supply side are vital 
necessities such as cereals, base metals 
and oil. .' * 

“The Western powers believe that 
they can much more successfully, and 
certainly more peacefully, open up the 
potentialities of the vast .Chinese 
territory than can Japan. The rela¬ 
tions between China and the West 
have been improving and the good 
faith of the Chinese government Is 
certainly backed by the Chinese peo¬ 
ple. It may be worth recalling as a 
significant instance that when the 
large sums of money were granted to 
destitute Chinese farmers after the 
terrible floods of 1928, the Chinese 
farmers repaid their debts to the ex¬ 
tent of 90 per cent after a year with¬ 
out needing to be reminded of their 
obligations. 

“The remarkable revitatalization of 
the country over the past eight or ten 
years, which has shown itself in the 
ideological unification of the nation, 
in the building of motor roads, rail¬ 
ways and other communications, in 
the setting-up of industrial enterpri¬ 
ses, would normally be reflected in 
greatly increased potentialities for 
trading. Already Britain has some 
£200 million invested in China. Her 
interests are not to be gauged only 
by such a figure, but more by the 
great possibilities for development. 
| Economical, and political, and numan- 
I itarian, motives support the boycott 
movement.”

“The movement for a boycott of 
Japan proceeds apace. In the Abys¬ 
sinian war economic sanctions were of 
l'ttle effect. But Japan's position is 
peculiar. The' country depends on 
foreign trade for its very existence;, 
and ih fact it was that dependence 
which drove the Japanese to the con¬ 
quest of Manchuria where they could 
find abundance of foodstuffs and law 
materials., Mpnchuria has not yes 
been opened up and Japan must still 
sell, her products abroad in order to 
buy from foreign countries the food- 
duffs and materials wherewith to con 
tinue the war on China. 

“It is interesting to note that every 
extreme pacifist, who in general urge 
that Britain should have no connection 
direct or indirect, with any war, uige 
that an economic boycott of Japanese 
goods is a justifiable means of pre 
venting, the war from spreading. It is

saries. There may be some disorgan¬ 
ization of the markets as a result.

Industrial Class Dependent on Eco¬ 
nomic Life of Taring, Biggest 
, -Contributors to Wealth 


(From Coufttry Life in B.C.) 

Those who know best whether times 
are good or bad are those who must 
work for a living—those who can live 
decently only if they have work. The 
industrial class is dependent fob work 
upon the volume of sale of processed 
primary products. If an absorbent 
market exists, there is employment. If 
such market does not exist, there is 
no employment. Unemployment does 
not apply to the farm so much because 
people must be fed and the farm is 
the only place which can produce' food 
Good times or bad times, the farmer 
carries on and in bad times he 1 has to 
work harder for a pittance of return 
and in thishard work his wife and 
children are likewise involved. 

The farmer and his family look at 
the agricultural production of Canada 
last year and while neither they nor 
anyone else can comprehend $1,061,- 
624,000, they know that if Canada 
lacked this production, there would not 
be any Canada, except that of the 
primeval days of the trappers ano 
voyag'curs. Transportation systems, 
banks, insurance companies, manufac¬ 
turing industries and all the activities 
linked with these, not to mention fed¬ 
eral and provincial governments, have 
been founded on Canada’s agriculture 
and on the work of those men and wo¬ 
men who are engaged in agriculture 
and these institutions are dependent 
-bn that billion dollar production from 
the soil. ' 

Weakness in our national plan of 
life is that while every one of these 
outgrowths of agriculture is permit¬ 
ted and encouraged to organize to pro¬ 
tect and promote its interests—always 
with benevolent governmental assist¬ 
ance, in spite of what may be said to 
the contrary—agriculture has been 
hampered and thwarted at every turn. 

Let agriculture in Canada get a fair 
dividend on its output, or putting it 
another way, a fair wage for its la¬ 
bor, and there need be no apprehen¬ 
sion over unemployment. There is a 
market of five million persons await¬ 
ing industry in Canada—a wonderful 
market—but it will only be open when 
agriculture gets a decent return for 
its products. 

Canada is the perfect country. It 
has everything. What is to be its des¬ 
tiny? Is it to be a destiny defined by 
the vested interests or is it to be a dee- 
t'nV in which the people every last one 
of them, has a reasonable chance and a 
reasonable joy in life? 

There is little evidence, since Confed 
eration, outside the ousted Natural 
Products Act, that much influential 
national thinking has been devoted in¬ 
telligently to agriculture. Is it neces¬ 
sary to await an upheaval or will the 
exhmples of Great Britain, South Af¬ 
rica, Australia, and New Zealand in¬ 
spire Canada to a happier course?

Mrs.B. Holden, Brant 
Loses Relative 


J. M. Duncan, Pioneer of Regina Dis¬ 
trict, Holding Many Important Posi¬ 
tions; Brother of Mrs. Holden

Mr. and Mrs. Benjamin Holden, of 
Brant, and their two daughters were 
called to Regina last week by the' 
death of Mrs. Holden’s brother, James 
Duncan of Regina. Mr. Duncan was 
78 years of age and a pioneer of Re¬ 
gina district. Bom in Almonte, On¬ 
tario, he came West in 1882, home¬ 
steading near Regina. He was sher¬ 
iff of the Regina judicial district un¬ 
der territorial administration and con¬ 
tinued this office for some years af¬ 
ter the formation of the province. He 
has also been actively associated with 
several lines of business in Regina, 
and a director and secretary-treasur¬ 
er of the Caxton Press Co. for 26 
years. His wife, five brothers and two 
sisters survive. - , 

A Regina paper commenting edi¬ 
torially on Mr. Duncan’s contribution 
to the city and province, says in part: 
“He is of that thinning band of pion¬ 
eers 'of 1882 on the Regina plains 
who, in the second Pjel rebellion, loft 
their vocations and sprang to arms to 
help repulse a challenge to constitut¬ 
ed authority. 

“J. M. Duncan and his brother W. 
H. Duncan were active figures in stir¬ 
ring days. Many might not readily 
associate the man who has just died 
with a one time prisoner of war. But 
such he was. After losing a horse by 
gun fire at the battle of Cutknife Hill 
in 1885, he was taken, prisoner by the 
forces of the Indian Chief Pound- 
maker. 

“Mr. Duncan was one of the best 
known of the early settlers. He had 
been homesteader, soldier, sheriff and 
for many years engaged in business. 
He was a friendly figure, and those 
amongst original pioneers of this ar¬ 
ea will be particularly saddened by
